SUBJECT: Communications Intel llgenee Rationale^ 



1. On January 5th you gave me the opportunity to 
appear before your Committee of inquiry into COMINT 
affairs and to present a brief description of COMINT 
organization and mechanics within the Department of 
State. 



2. In the course of that hearing members of your 
Committee Indicated considerable interest in certain 
phases of COMINT production and specifically in the 
problem of the Joint presentation of COMINT and intelli- 
gence from other sources.
